The c‘ast window at St. .Margaret’s, 
WestininsttM’. wantlcrod about for more 
than 200 j-ears before reaching its pivs- 
ent |)ositiou and w.ia tho subject of a 
seven years’ lawsuit. Henry VIL. for 
whom it was intended, died liefore tlie 
window arrivcHl from Dordrecht, and it 
came into tlie possession first of the 
abbot of Waltham and then of (Jeneral 
Monk. Stained glass was anathema in 
ruritau days, so the window was 
buried until the restoration, when It 
was brought to light. Refused by 
Wudham college, it was iKiugbt for 
50 guineas and erected In a private 
house and years later was liought for 
4(KJ guineas bj’ the committet* chargis.! 
with the restoration of St. Margaret’s 
and placed in position in the church.
